Benson Farm 
Surplus Sale

may jump to more than $8 billion 
before this year ends. 
“ We do not intend to dump sur­ 
pluses anywhere, either at home 
or abroad,” Benson said, adding 
that both “ commercial sales and 
i relief uses” must provide outlets.

States, are known in detail to 
few American scientists because 
here it is stamped ‘top secret* 
and filed in a safe.” The Times 
says it contains enough informa­ 
tion of a type called “ classified” 
in this country to send a person 
to jail and possibly even death as 
a traitor if made public by an 
American.

Puts Pressure 
On America 


Rhee To Shun Geneva 
Parley Unless U.S. 
Guarantees Unification 


SEOUL (#—South K orea’s Presi­ 
dent S.vngman Rhee said today his i 
country will not be represented at 
next month’s 
Geneva 
conference 
unless the United States agrees to 
help unify Korea 
by 
force 
“ if 
peaceful efforts fail.” 
He said the United States can 
provide direct support or build 
up the ROK army to a 
point I 
where it will need little help, if 
it wants South Korea to attend 
the Geneva conference on Korea 
and Indochina opening April 26. 
“ We want permission to unify 1 
Korea militarily if peaceful efforts 
fail.” he said, adding: 
“ We want 
cooperation 
in 
the 
form of arms, munitions and other 
logistical support such as air and 
sea coverage. 
“ Failing that, we ask im mediate 
expansion of our arm ed forces to 
a strength where foreign manpow er 
will not be needed except U. S. of­ 
ficers in advisory and training ca­ 
pacity. 
“ Under one or the other of these 
conditions we shall agree to attend 
the Geneva conference.”

THE SOUTH Korean arm y num ­ 
bers 20 divisions. American mili­ 
tary experts have 
voiced 
doubts 
that the Korean

could 
support a larger arm y or that the 
20 divisions could fight for more 
than a few days without American 
supplies. 
Rhee said he has not received 
adequate 
assurances 
from 
the 
United States concerning South Ko­ 
rea’s position at Geneva. 
The U. S. State D epartment has 
assured Rhee that the United States 
will walk out with South Korea af­ 
ter 90 days if the Communists ap ­ 
pear to be using it solely 
as 
a 
propaganda sounding board. 
The South 
Korean 
president 
also wants assurances that Ko­ 
rean problems will be discussed 
separately and that it will be a 
conference oi two sides rather 
than a roundtable gathering. 
“ The actual negotiations at Ge­ 
neva will take place behind the 
scenes at meetings not participated 
in by parties to be vitally affected 
by them ,” Rhee said. “ We must be 
on the lookout to prevent this dan­ 
ger from materializing.” 
Rhee described the Geneva con­ 
vention as “ the brain child of the 
Big Four” 
(the 
United 
States, 
Britain, France and Russia). He 
said the convention was “ conceiv­ 
ed secretly” at the Berlin foreign 
ministers meeting. He said it does 
not conform to the political confer­ 
ences envisaged under the arm is­ 
tice agreem ent which 
sought 
a 
peaceful method for the unification 
of Korea. 
He said “ they (the Communists) 
are aw are of the desire for peace 
which motivates us all and they 
intend to press this advantage to 
the point where this earnestness on 
the part of free peoples becomes 
nothing less than appeasement.”

New Vi ruses are 
Di scovered 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D, 
VIRUSES cannot be seen by the 
ey e of man nor through an 
or­ 
dinary microscope. They m ust be 
seen by the scientist with a spe­ 
cial electronic microscope And 
they must be studied, for we now 
k now tha t they are the cause of 
some of our most prevalent in­ 
fections today . 
Most bacteria are stopped by 
fine porcelain filters. However, 
viruses 
readily 
pass 
through 
these filters. 
Newly Discovered Virus 
One of the nearer v iruses dis­ 
covered is k nown as a Co x sa ckie 
virus. Similar to the po lio virus, 
the virus ca using Coxsack ie dis­ 
ease is one of the sma llest kno wn. 
It is believed by many tha t it 
occurs naturally in flies and that 
the flies may transm it the dis­ 
ease to man. Many believe that 
a ty pe of po lio or a disease sim­ 
ilar to polio is tra nsmitted to man 
by this v irus. 
One of the diseases caused by 
this ty pe of virus is k nown as 
herpangina. 
It is usually contined 
to children. They develop 
a tem ­ 
perature tha t 
sometimes goes as 
high as 104*, 
and there is usually 
stom ach pain with vomiting. The 
throat shows blisters which may 
rupture and leave 
small ulcers. 
The sy mptoms usually disappear 
In a lew day s. Herpangina is more 
common in children under four 
y ears of age and is rarely seen in 
adults. 


I 
Another disease k nown med­ 
ically as pleurody nia is also caused 
by this virus. In this disease, vic­ 
tims get a fever, severe pain in 
the abdomen and chest as well 
as a throat Infection The pain 
i is usually more severe on breath­ 
ing This particular ty pe of dis­ 
c a se can occur in very severe 
epidemics. There are no k nown 
drugs which seem to help these 
Co x sa ckie virus, diseases, but the 
victims usually recover very 
readily 
Some scientists firmly believe 
that if a person gets this ty pe of 
virus infection, it helps reduce 
the severity of a polio Infection 
that may be contracted some 
time later. 
That is why an intensive study 
of viruses must continue lf we 
are to conquer some of the most 
com m on diseases tha t a fflic t 
mank ind. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G. C 
Can vegetable protein 
supply enough of the necessary 
protein for life? 
Answer: It is possible but some­ 
times rather hard to obtain the 
recommended daily requirem ents 
of protein 
w ithout eating some 
form of animal m eat as a source 
of the protein In fact, a small 
quantity of enriched bread and 
one pint of milk dally will pro­ 
vide the protein needs of a per­ 
son. However, some proteins de­ 
rived from m eats are still neces­ 
sary in most Instances.

THE PEOPLE and government oi Gua­ 
temala were too soft toward C o m m u n is ts , 
and the Communists have now ta k e n over.

tration,” which is the strongest weapon be­ 
cause it places directly inside a govern­ 
ment agents of another government. 
The very existence of such a weapon has 
a damaging effect since literally everyone 
becomes suspicious of everyone else. The 
fact that there could be even one Alger 
Hiss, one Harry Dexter White, one W i 1- 
liam Remington lays all employees of 
government open to the prospect of screen­ 
ings, investigations, clearances, etc. It is 
a demoralizing condition.

Newly Discovered Virus 
One of the newer viruses dis­ 
covered is known as a Coxsackie 
virus. Similar to the polio virus, 
th e virus causing Coxsackie dis­ 
ease is one of the smallest known. 
It Is believed by many th a t it 
occurs naturally in flies and th a t 
th e flies may transm it the dis­ 
ease to man. Many believe th at 
a type of polio or a disease sim­ 
ilar to polio is transm itted to man 
by this virus. 
One of the diseases caused by 
this type of virus is known as 
herpangina. It is usually confined 
to children. They develop a tem ­ 
perature th a t sometimes goes as 
high as 104*, and there is usually 
stom ach pain with vomiting. The 
th ro at shows blisters which may 
rupture and leave small ulcers. 
The symptoms usually disappear 
in a few days. Herpangina is more 
common in children under four 
years of age and is rarely seen in 
adults.

There are no known 
drugs which seem to help these 
Coxsackie virus, diseases, but the 
victim s usually reco v er very 
readily 
Some scientists firmly believe 
that if a person gets this type of 
virus infection, it helps reduce 
the severity of a polio infection 
that may be contracted some 
time later. 
T hat is why an intensive study 
of viruses m ust continue if we 
are to conquer some of the most 
com m on d iseases th a t a fflic t 
mankind.

In areas hit by last summer’s 
severe drought the retail drop is 
more than for the region as a 
whole, with tobacco growing sec­ 
tions particularly hard hit.

I Color X-Rays 
Perfected To 
Aid Doctors 


N EW YO R K <B—Now you can 
get your X-rav pictures in color. 
A system for making them, de­ 
scribed as a significant new tool 
for medical science, was reported 
to the Institute of Radio Engineers 
today by Prof. R. Stuart Mackay 
of the University of California. 
Experiments show’ the color X- 
ray pictures give more detail than 
the ordinary black and gray vari­ 
ety, he said in a paper prepared 
for presentation on the second day 
of the four-day session of the big 
international organization of elec­ 
tronics scientists. 
The use of color is based on 
the fact that different materials 
absorb X rays differently. 
With the color technique, three 
ordinary X-ray pictures are taken 
of a part of the body, but a dif­ 
ferent wavelength 
of energy 
is 
used each time. The three pictures 
then are projected through three 
different color filters and super­ 
imposed to produce a single color 
image or photographic print. 
In examining the color picture, 
the doctor is not interested in the 
esthetic effects but in what the 
color tells him on the absorption 
of X-rays by the various tissues 
that are shown. 
Prof. 
Mackay 
said 
principles 
also have been worked out for 
direct 
viewing 
color fluroscopy, 
and that showing of color X ray 
pictures on color TV sets is being 
considered.

protects traitors 
and it may one day be necessary 
to amend the Constitution to safe­ 
guard this country against the new 
weapons that the Soviet Universal 
State uses against us. This is the 
Constitutional definition of treason: 
“ Treason against the U n i t e d 
States shall consist only in levying 
w ar against them, or in adhering to 
their enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort. No person shall be con­ 
victed of treason unless on the testi­ 
mony of two witnesses to the same 
overt act, or on confession in open 
court.” 
Neither Congress nor the courts 
may enlarge on 
this definition. 
That is why most traitors are con­ 
victed of perjury or not convicted 
at all. It is growing increasingly 
difficult to prove that a person is 
adhering to our enemies and if fac­ 
ed by the question, he need only 
take a plea under the ifth Amend­ 
ment and he is safe. 
To prove by “ two witnesses to 
the same overt act” is rarely pos­ 
sible, because the nature of t h i s 
penetration is so complex and is di­ 
rected by a vast international pow- 
I cr that can order men from coun- 
| try to country, cause them to dis­ 
appear as though they were dead, 
provide them with coverage or kill 
them as may be necessary. Cor­ 
roborative witnesses thus become 
difficult to obtain. In the Alger Hiss 
case, this was a prim ary issue and 
finally a typewriter became a wit­ 
ness against a man. 
Not all problems can be solved 
swiftly, by the twist of the wrist. 
This one requires thorough study.

Ev en 
the unsettled o utline, ho wev er, 
hinted a t o ne o f the mo st a mhi* 
tio us ba seba ll pro g ra ms in t h e 
histo ry o f the co mmunity . 
Partial disclosure of his hop es 
for the 1954 baseball activities was 
largely p romp ted by queries from

The Wonders, with curlv-haired 
Magellan E. Hairston as teacher, 
school p rincip al and coach, took 
Columbus by storm. 
The team, clad in overalls, stroll­ 
ed down High street with its uni­ 
forms under its arms. The uni­ 
forms were wrap p ed around the 
shoes, and the uncovered “ bundle' 
was held together by a p iece of bal­ 
ing twine. 
Sweat suits? The Wonders never 
heard of such things. 
Elevators 
at 
the 
Chittenden 
Hotel—first the boy s had ever been 
in—entranced the Wonders. They 
enjoy ed the elevator ride so much 
they were late for their op ening 
game. Chandlersville was the foe 
Before either side scored a p oint, 
Bery l 
Drummond, 
Waterloo for­ 
ward. was fouled. He step p ed to 
the free throw line, and instead oi 
try ing for the p oint in that d ay ’s 
orthodox 
underhand 
way , 
he 
bounced the ball off the floor and 
through the hoop . 
That was the first p oint, and the 
Wonders were on their way . In all 
the state tourney Class A and Class 
B games from 1923 through 1933, 
only seven team s had been ah.e 
to score 40 or more p oints, and 
none had reached 50. 
But \\aterloo went for 58 that 
day . winning 58-29. with the craz­ 
iest offense the classic had ever 
seen.
